CULTURE 

RISES  are  not  particular  as  to  soil, 
but  the  bearded  varieties  in  general 
prefer  an  alkaline  rather  than  an  acid 
soil.  They  like  plenty  of  sunshine 
and  good  drainage  and  are  able  to 
withstand  severe  drought  if  well 
established.  The  beardless  and  crested 
sorts,  including  the  Siberians  and 
Spurias,  require  plenty  of  moisture 
and  an  acid  soil,  also  some  kinds  need 
partial  shade.  Bearded  Irises  should  be 
planted  with  the  tops  of  the  rhizomes 
level  with  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
except  in  the  case  of  late  Fall  plant¬ 
ing  when  they  should  be  more  deeply 
planted  to  prevent  heaving.  We  will 
be  glad  to  offer  our  advice  and  sug¬ 


gestions  if  you  will  submit  us  your 
special  problems. 

TIME  TO  PLANT 

EARDED  IRISES  may  be  trans¬ 
planted  any  time  in  the  Spring, 
Summer  or  Fall,  but  we  strongly  rec¬ 
ommend  Fall  planting  for  the  South 
and  Middle  West  where  the  Summers 
are  usually  hot  and  dry.  Further 
North  the  Summer  months  are  the 
best  time  for  transplanting. 

Unless  we  are  otherwise  instructed 
we  will  assume  that  our  customers 
want  immediate  shipment  of  their 
orders.  Orders  are  shipped  within  48 
hours  after  receipt  except  when  dig¬ 
ging  is  delayed  by  rain  or  other 
causes  over  which  we  have  no  control. 
Delivery  of  varieties  of  which  our 
stock  is  limited  will  not  be  made 
before  August. 

Beardless  Irises  should  be  planted 
in  the  Fall  or  in  early  Spring  when 
growth  is  just  starting.
